Town marks 100 years of honor

Agawam’s Veterans Day obser¬ 
vance took on added significance 
this year since it was held on the 
100th anniversary of the signing 
of the World War I Armistice that 
ended major hostilities between 
Germany and Allied forces. 

The armistice went into effect 
at the 11th hour of the 11th day of 
the 11th month of 1918. A century 
later — at exactly the same hour, 


day, and month — Air Force vet¬ 
eran Frank Mazzei tolled a me¬ 
morial bell on Agawam’s Veterans 
Green 11 times. 

Sunday’s Veterans Day obser¬ 
vance was the 99th year that Aga¬ 
wam has held a ceremony to pay 
tribute to all veterans, living and 
deceased.

Mancini and other veterans,

Don¬ 
ald Humason, R-Westfield, and 
Richard Girard, Agawam’s veter¬ 
ans agent. At this year’s ceremo¬ 
ny, Mancini honored a Gold Star 
family from Agawam that lost a 
husband and a father during the 
Vietnam conflict.

Boards hold 1st meetings at AJHS auditorium

At a meeting where they voted 
to accept 29 new public streets, 
after having visited each one over 
the previous month, city councilors 
again found themselves someplace 
new on Wednesday, Nov. 7. 

After years of meeting in the au¬ 
ditorium at Roberta Doering School, 
the council held its first meeting 
last week at Agawam Junior High 
School. The School Committee was 


scheduled to follow, this week, with 
its first meeting at AJHS after also 
meeting for several years at Doering. 

Mayor William Sapelli, who had 
long supported moving to the AJHS 
auditorium, dating back to his time 
as superintendent of schools, not¬ 
ed that the newer building is more 
handicap-accessible and features 
stadium seating. It is also air-con¬ 
ditioned, unlike Doering, so council 
meetings can be held in one loca¬ 
tion year-round, rather than mov¬ 
ing to smaller meeting rooms at the 


Agawam Public Library during the 
summer months. 

AJHS, at 1305 Springfield St., 
Feeding Hills, is also seen as more 
centrally located in town than the 
Doering School, which is on Main 
Street near Town Hall and the West 
Springfield line. 

The immediate impetus for the 
move, however, was a string of 
technical glitches that have result¬ 
ed in poor audio and video record¬ 
ing of council meetings this year. 

Rather than upgrade the Doer¬ 


ing School equipment, the mayor, 
council, town IT Department and 
town Cable Commission opted to 
install new remotely controlled 
cameras and a television control 
panel at the AJHS auditorium. As 
at Doering, camera and board op¬ 
erators will work in the technical 
booth overlooking the back of the 
auditorium during council and 
School Committee meetings. 

The new meeting space also 
comes with a new lectern and a new 
11-seat desk for board members.

the 1980s and wasn’t an is¬ 
sue until about eight years 
ago, when it was dredged 
again. Unfortunately, Clark 
said, the town didn’t dredge 
deep enough and the bank 
didn’t have the support it 
needed, leading to wash¬ 
outs and flooding in her 
neighborhood. 

“I think people need to 
be aware of what’s going on 
over there. I feel I’ve been 
waiting since 2017 and now 
I’m told they’re going to do 
anything until 2019,” she 
said. “That’s two years and 
it’s progressively getting 
worse. What if I want to sell 
my house? There’s no way 
someone going to buy my 
house with that swamp out 
there.” 

Clark’s neighbor, David 
Reardon, has had more 
than 60 flowers he planted 
get washed away by storm 
flooding over the past cou¬ 
ple years. 

“I’m kind of upset about 
that. They’re just killed be¬ 
cause the water backed up. 
... A lot of my hard work 
went literally down the 
stream,” Reardon said. It’s 
been real bad for months 
now. I’ve never seen it like 
this, this crazy. This whole 
summer has been nothing 
but a nightmare and it’s con¬ 
tinued right on into the fall.” 

Mayor William Sapelli 


has been working with res¬ 
idents throughout the past 
year to get a fix in place. 
Due to the land in question 
being wetlands, town engi¬ 
neers and the Department 
of Public Works have had 
to work with the Massachu¬ 
setts Department of Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection and 
the Conservation Commis¬ 
sion for proper permits and 
approval. The permits have 
been acquired, but funding 
hasn’t been available for a 
long-term fix. 

“It’s not just a quick fix 
and we want to do it right. 
We can’t do it before the 
snow this year, which is 
unfortunate.,” Sapelli said 
this week. “It’s November, 
snow is going to be flying, 
so we’re not going to get to 
that this year. We’re going to 
take care of that in 2019 — 
whether it’s spring, summer 
or fall, it will be done. It is 
a real complaint, it’s legiti¬ 
mate, we need to address it.” 

Reardon is glad that 
there’s a plan being worked 
on, but has concerns over 
whether the machinery 
needed to dredge the brook 
will be able to operate in the 
spring ground conditions. 

“That’s going to be a 
nightmare. You can’t even 
get in there with a little trac¬ 
tor,” he said. “In the winter, 
when it’s frozen, that would 
be the time to do it. As long 
as they get the ball rolling 
and have a plan ... if they’re 
going to do something in 
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the spring, that’d be great. I 
really hope they do.” 

How to fund it 

Meadow Street and 
South Park Terrace also 
face similar issues, possi¬ 
bly costing more than $1 
million each to fix. Along 
with Philo Brook and Still 
Brook, it’s an issue that’s 
been compounding over 
the years. 

New state regulations 
mandating yearly cleaning 
of storm drains and cam¬ 
eras that can be deployed 
into pipes to locate block¬ 
ages will also help, but need 
funding to operate. 

“The bottom line is, we 
need a separate revenue 
source to address those is¬ 
sues,” Sapelli said. “It’s been 
ignored for so long, there’s so 
much to do. It’s going to be 
several million to do all these 
projects, because they’ve 
backed up on each other.” 

One possible compo¬ 
nent to solving the issues 
long-term is the proposed 
stormwater fee. The fee has 
been discussed throughout 
the past year on how to best 
implement it, and a video 
presentation is being pre¬ 
pared for the City Council 
by January to go over the 


fee options and make a de¬ 
cision. He hopes that — re¬ 
gardless of what type of fee 
structure gets implement¬ 
ed — the money will be 
earmarked for addressing 
the issues the residents like 
Clark are dealing with. 

“A utility, kind of like wa¬ 
ter and sewer, where that 
money can only be used 
for that particular purpose 
and not go into the general 
fund,” he explained. “That’s 
the key and that’s going to 
be my recommendation. 
We’re going to make sure 
that money goes where it 
was designed to go and only 
to those projects related to 
stormwater issues.” 

Clark has been compli¬ 
mentary of Sapelli’s com¬ 
munication and cooper¬ 
ation with the residents 
affected, but hopes that 
something will be done 
sooner rather than later. 

“The mayor has been 
great. [They need money], I 
get that, and they keep say¬ 
ing we’re going to do some¬ 
thing.” she said. “They’re 
trying, but they have to wait 
for the DEP and everything 
else and in the meantime 
my yard is getting worse 
and worse and worse ... I’m 
very frustrated.”

Civics boost 
at schools is 
long overdue 

O ne race that’s still not decided on 
Agawam’s Nov. 6 ballot? Civic en¬ 
gagement. 

In a non-presidential year when poll¬ 
ing showed the governor’s and senator’s 
races as foregone conclusions, perhaps 
Agawam’s 56.4 percent voter turnout 
rate could be expected. But there was 
also a contested state representative 
race with an in-town candidate on the 
ballot, and a very controversial state¬ 
wide ballot question. 

What does it mean for the health of 
democracy in town that with real deci¬ 
sions to make, just a little over half of 
registered voters showed up? 

The state, at least, is doing its best 
to encourage our future voters. Two 
days after securing his re-election, Gov. 
Charlie Baker signed into law Senate bill 
S.2631, “An Act to Promote and Enhance 
Civic Engagement.” The bill, sent to his 
desk July 25, is the result of negotiations 
between the Senate and House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. 

The bill requires civics education as 
part of the history and social sciences 
curriculum in all public schools. Ac¬ 
cording to the bill, history and civics 
“shall be taught... to promote civic ser¬ 
vice and a greater knowledge thereof 
and to prepare students ... for the du¬ 
ties of citizenship.” In addition to learn¬ 
ing about the U.S. Constitution and the 
Declaration of Independence, students 
will be required to learn local history 
and government, the roles of a citi¬ 
zen in a democracy, the development 
of skills to assess and analyze written 
and digital media, and opportunities to 
identify and debate issues. 

Perhaps most importantly, the new 
law provides funding for civics edu¬ 
cation, from both public and private 
sources, so schools don’t have to scram¬ 
ble to meet an unfunded mandate. 

As part of the new law, superinten¬ 
dents will need to implement a vot¬ 
er challenge program within schools, 
providing opportunities for students 
to register to vote, and the secretary of 
state must disseminate information to 
municipalities to promote youth mem¬ 
bership on municipal boards. 

Most high schoolers could probably 
name the president of the U.S. or the 
Massachusetts governor. They prob¬ 
ably know the mayor, too. But how 
many could name any of the 11 city 
councilors, or the six School Commit¬ 
tee members? How many could explain 
how their government works, where 
its funding comes from, and when the 
budget is set? How many adults do? 

To make effectual change, one must 
start with younger generations. By ed¬ 
ucating them about the process and 
the roles and responsibilities everyday 
citizens play in their own government, 
by adulthood they are the voters and 
emerging leaders a society needs to 
thrive. It seems long overdue, but Gov. 
Baker, our state representatives and 
senators deserve credit for making this 
bill into law, establishing an education¬ 
al framework that is vital to the con¬ 
tinuation of our government in all its 
forms. 

Just because there isn’t mandatory 
civics education in the classroom yet 
does not mean adults should wait for 
teachers to do all the work. Attend a 
selectmen’s or Planning Board meet¬ 
ing and take your children with you so 
they can see their government in action. 
Show them the importance of being an 
active and engaged citizen. We can all 
benefit from a hands-on lesson in civics.

world and our country helping 
people and protecting them,” she 
said. “I’m glad my school had this 
celebration because it gave me a 
chance to have some extra time 
with him.” 

Kindergarten teacher Lisa 
Beaulieu came up with the idea 
after volunteering at a similar 
event last year at her children’s el¬ 
ementary school in Suffield. 

“I was moved by what I saw. 
I thought it’d be a great addition 
to our school,” said Beaulieu. She 
added that multiple members of 
her family have served in the mil¬ 
itary, including her father, uncle 
and grandparents.

Day that explained what it means 
to be a veteran. There were also 
small, easy-to-read books for stu¬ 
dents to color. 

Teachers used databases to 
showcase different aspects of 
veterans and their importance to 
the country. Many students with 
family members who are veterans 
were also eager to share that in¬ 
formation with their classes. 

Granger Principal Cheryl Sa¬ 
lomao said all these activities 
helped children learn to appreci¬ 
ate the level of sacrifice and self¬ 
lessness veterans have demon¬ 
strated by serving in the military. 

“Teachers found creative ways 
to bring in patriotic songs and po¬ 
ems to enhance their curriculum,” 
she added. 

Lilliana Allen, a fourth grad¬ 


er, said she was very “thankful” 
that her father, Army Sgt. Rich¬ 
ard Allen, came to the school: “I 
was happy and surprised when 
I learned he was coming.” Her 
brother Owen, a second grader, 
said he thought his father and the 
other veterans who came would 
be “happy to see the kids and have 
a nice breakfast, too.” 

Now assigned to a medevac 
unit at Westfield-Barnes Regional 
Airport, Allen was deployed to Iraq 
twice and did a tour in Kosovo. 

“School is a big part of our 
family’s lives. It was awesome that 
they did something like this for 
veterans,” he said. 

Allen said he hoped the event 
would give students a better un¬ 
derstanding of the military and 
raise awareness of veterans to 


them in uniform at their school. 

“Hopefully, they will see us as 
role models,” he added. 

Oberndorf added that it’s im¬ 
portant to acknowledge the ser¬ 
vice of veterans in a positive way: 
“The school has done a great job 
of that with this event. This helps 
kids to understand that Veterans 
Day isn’t just a random day off 
from school.” 

Salomao said she and her staff 
were so impressed with Beaulieu’s 
level of commitment to make the 
event a success that she was pre¬ 
sented with the school’s Crystal 
Apple Award before the event for 
“going above and beyond” her job. 

“Lisa was nominated by her 
peers because of her hard work 
and countless hours on this event. 
It wouldn’t have happened with¬ 
out her,” added Salomao. 

Although it was students with 
relatives who are veterans that 
enjoyed the breakfast, all of the 
school’s nearly 400 students came 
together to perform for veterans 
at the assembly. Salomao said she 
and teachers wanted kids “to be 
a part of something bigger than 
themselves” by taking an active 
part in the assembly. 

“We wanted our veterans to feel 
our appreciation and give them 
this gift of children performing for 
them,” she said. “We also hope this 
event highlighted for children how 
much we should respect what our 
veterans have done for us and our 
country’’

AFD recruits finish 
academy training 

SPRINGFIELD — Agawam firefighter-paramedics Reed 
Allen and Thomas Balardini were among the 21 graduates 
from the Massachusetts Firefighting Academy’s 50-day Ca¬ 
reer Recruit Firefighting Training Program in Springfield 
on Nov. 9. 

“Today is an exciting day to see these recruits complete 
their training,” said State Fire Marshal Peter Ostroskey. 
“This rigorous professional training provides our newest 
firefighters with the basic skills to perform their jobs ef¬ 
fectively and safely. Being able to provide training closer 
to where Western Massachusetts firefighters live and work 
has long been a goal of the Department of Fire Services and 
the fire service leadership/” 

The Massachusetts Firefighting Academy, a division of 
the state Department of Fire Services, offers this program 
tuition-free. The 21 graduates represented five departments 
in the Springfield area and two in Central Massachusetts. 

Firefighters are taught to do more than just fight fires. 
They are the first ones called to respond to chemical and 
environmental emergencies, ranging from the suspected 
presence of carbon monoxide to a gas leak. They may be 
called to rescue a child who has fallen through the ice or 
who has locked himself in a bathroom. They rescue people 
from stalled elevators and those who are trapped in vehicle 
crashes. They test and maintain their equipment, including 
self-contained breathing apparatus, hydrants, hoses, pow¬ 
er tools, and apparatus. At the academy, they learn these 
skills from certified instructors who are also experienced 
firefighters. They are also given training in public fire edu¬ 
cation, hazardous material incident mitigation, flammable 
liquids, stress management, confined space rescue tech¬ 
niques, and rappelling. The intensive, 10-week program 
for municipal firefighters involves classroom instruction, 
physical fitness training, firefighter skills training, and live 
firefighting practice.

industrial to residential for the rest. 

MacNaughton told councilors on 
Nov. 7 that he thinks an all-residen¬ 
tial development would place less 
burden on the neighborhood. 

“It’s going to be a better plan,” Mac¬ 
Naughton said. “I’m trying to look out 
for the 10 future homeowners” on the 
north side of the development. 

He said the industrial zone could 
allow “anything” other than homes to 
be built — potentially including heavy 
manufacturing right across the street 
from those homes. Furthermore, he 
said, the likely buildout of the three 
industrial properties would include 
94,000 square feet of impervious sur¬ 
face, placing a larger strain on the 
stormwater system than the 27,000 
square feet of impervious surface ex¬ 
pected from nine houses. 

But Doane Avenue residents, whose 
neighborhood is across Silver Street 
from the Agawam Industrial Park, said 
they’d prefer three commercial sites 
rather than nine additional homes. 

James Consolini of Doane Avenue 
noted that tax rates in Agawam are 
higher for commercial land, so in¬ 
dustrial property would make more 
money for the town than the equiva¬ 
lent residential land. He said just one 
of the three industrial sites would be 
a larger contributor to the town bud¬ 
get than all nine homes put together. 

“More housing would yield less 
tax revenue for the town,” agreed his 
neighbor Ruth Cosimini. “More kids 
in schools, more backyard parties, 
and more traffic.” 

MacNaughton said his plan, which 
includes a roadway running paral¬ 
lel to Doane Avenue that turns in to 
connect to what is currently a cul-de- 


sac at the end of Doane Avenue, has 
been vetted by the town engineer and 
police. He said signs will be posted 
forbidding traffic from using Doane 
Avenue as a cut-through route to Sil¬ 
ver Street. He also noted that the zone 
change received a 5-0 positive recom¬ 
mendation from the Planning Board. 

Cosimini and fellow Doane Ave¬ 
nue resident Stuart Kibbe said Mac¬ 
Naughton had proposed the same 
zone change in 2011, and city coun¬ 
cilors refused “overwhelmingly.” 

Kibbe said the strip of residential 
zoning where MacNaughton is build¬ 
ing his first 10 homes was originally 
intended to be a “buffer zone” be¬ 
tween Doane Avenue and the neigh¬ 
boring industrial area. 

“We never thought there’d be 
any building in that buffer zone,” 
Kibbe said. “He knew when he 
bought that property [that] it was 
a split piece of land.” 

Kibbe, Consolini, Cosimini and 30 
others signed a petition submitted to 
the council last week opposing the 
zone change. The petition cites an 
increase in traffic on Doane Avenue 
— “a major concern for families with 


young children” — along with the 
greater tax revenue from “three piec¬ 
es of prime industrial land.” 

According to Council President 
Christopher Johnson, because there 
has been a petition filed opposing 
the zone change, it would require 
a three-quarters supermajority 
of councilors to pass, rather than 
the usual two-thirds supermajori¬ 
ty for zone changes. That means it 
will need nine “yes” votes from the 
11-member council. 

Only eight councilors were in at¬ 
tendance at the Nov. 7 meeting, so 
they voted to reschedule the vote for 
their next meeting, Nov. 19. Johnson 
said the absent councilors would be 
able to review the audio and video re¬ 
cordings of the meeting to hear Mac- 
Naughton’s and the abutters’ argu¬ 
ments before making up their minds. 

Councilor Robert Rossi asked for 
a copy of the Engineering and Police 
department reports on the traffic 
impact of MacNaughton’s proposed 
development. 

Of the 33 signatures on the petition, 
32 are from Doane Avenue residents. 
One is from a resident of Silver Street.

with her daughter Silka Lanski, were 
awarded certificates that recognized the 
family’s sacrifice following the death of 
Douglas Walker in 1968. His son, Rodney 
Walker, who was unable to attend, will also 
receive a certificate. 

Walker was a chief warrant officer and 
a helicopter pilot during the Vietnam con¬ 
flict. Killed in South Vietnam while serving 
in the U.S. Army Reserve, he died at age 25 
when his helicopter was shot down by en¬ 
emy fire. 

His family was honored as part of the 
Vietnam War Commemoration program 
that was established in 2008. It honors 
all veterans who served on active duty in 
the U.S. military, regardless of location, 
between Nov. 1, 1955, and May 15, 1975. 
Events to recognize the service and sacri¬ 
fices of Vietnam veterans and their families 
began on Memorial Day 2012 and will con¬ 
clude on Veterans Day 2025. 

Sapelli delivered brief remarks that fo¬ 
cused on the importance of what all veter¬ 
ans have done for the country, and thank¬ 
ing them and their families for their service 
and sacrifice. “Today is a day to recognize 
all veterans,” he said. 

The mayor added that both schools and 
communities have an important role in 
helping make young people aware of not 
only the sacrifices that have been made, 
but also the meaning of freedom and the 
reason for Veterans Day. 

Sapelli said all wars that veterans have 
fought have centered on freedom and liberty. 

“Were willing to go to war for freedom 
because that is so important to us,” he said. 
“Veterans Day signifies our freedom. Were 
allowed to vote and to elect individuals 
who we think should serve in office be¬ 
cause of our freedom. And because of that, 
we fight for our freedom.” 

Humason told those gathered on the 
Green that the armistice of 100 years ago 
“silenced the big guns” and was supposed 
to be “the war to end all wars.” But that 


did not happen. “The guns, unfortunately, 
would start again, just a couple of years lat¬ 
er. And, unfortunately, given the nature of 
men, we are left to fight,” he said. 

The state senator said it took veterans 
to remind civilians — and civilians to re¬ 
mind each other — that there are other 
ways besides fighting for governments to 
resolve differences peacefully. 

“November is the month of Thanksgiv¬ 
ing, the month that we give thanks for all 
the things we have. On Veterans Day, I say 
we should give thanks to all our veterans,” 
Humason said. 

In his remarks, Boldyga said he feels it’s 
a “duty” for lawmakers to show veterans 
how serious they are about their service by 
ensuring they have the benefits they need. 
He said Massachusetts has a “loyal and his¬ 
toric record” as the most generous state 
when it comes to veterans’ benefits. 

He cited legislation he voted for called 
“An Act Relative to Veterans Benefits, 
Rights, Appreciation, Validation and En¬ 
forcement” (also known as the “BRAVE 
Act”). “The BRAVE Act continues to in¬ 
crease benefits by adding ways for veter¬ 
ans to make an easier transition to citizen 
life and to make sure they can stay in their 
homes if facing financial troubles,” said 
Boldyga. 

The state representative acknowledged 
the “great sacrifices” generations of men 
and women in the military have made 
to ensure citizens live in a country where 
power is held by the people and their elect¬ 
ed representatives. “Their commitment 
to country has protected our freedoms. 
Because of veterans, we live freely while 
working toward a prosperous future. We 
can sleep peacefully and wake to unlimited 
possibilities.” 

The observance included a wreath-lay¬ 
ing ceremony. Veterans from different 
military branches placed wreaths at me¬ 
morials dedicated to Agawam veterans 
killed during U.S. wars. Veterans Day was 
originally known as Armistice Day, but it 
was renamed in 1954 at the urging of major 
veteran organizations.
